effort. 


That is, in fact, not only a 
fuleg pletare: is very 
nearly the precise opposite 
of the truth, 


Serious Proposal’ 


‘WT. was the, Nato Powers 
which made tho _ first 
serious proposal for a new 
effort to break the deadlock 
which has existed since Inst 

‘ summer when the Soviet 
delegation bluntly put an 
end to the disarmament 
talks in London, 


This step was followed by the 
equally blunt refusal to 
participate in the new dis- 


armament commission sot 
up by the United Nations 
Assembly. ‘ 


It is true that Marshal Bul- 
ganin, {in his letter of 
December 10 to President 
Efsenhower did refer, some. 
what vaguely, to the posal- 
bility of a “personal meet- 
ing of hends of govern- 
ments.” 


But in his letter, at tho same 
time, to Mr Macmillan the 
Soviet Premier only spoke 
of tho usefulness of 
“personal contacts between 
tho Soviet Union and the 
“Western Powers,” 


Passing Phrases 


IESE were only passing 

i phrases in long Ietters 

and there was nothing in 

tho ‘nature of on definite 

proposal for a new effort ot 
negotiation. 


It was the Nato Council in 
Poris which took tho first 
real initiative.

Smuggling In Belgium |

russels, M ar. 17. 


BELcIaN customs police are -e fighting 9 daily battle against 
wealthy and highly organised gang trafficking across 
the frontier between the Netherlands and Belgium in 
smuggled Dutch butter. 


The smugglers, the police 
sey, equip large Americon carg 
with — bullet-proof ormour- 
plating ond tear out the peck 
goats td make room for their 
delicate, but heavy, cargo. 

Using some of the hundreds 
of unpatrolled tracks and minor 
roads which cross the pine- 
wooded 155-mile long frontter, 
the smugglers, using false 
number plates, cross into Bel- 
glum loaded with 20 or more 
§5 lb. parcels of butter. They 
travel at break-neck speed and 
leave customs oficlats power- 


less. 


In spite of a special authority 
to use flroarms against suspect- 
ed persons within six miles of 
the frontier, customs police 
admit that they have been 
unable to prevent hundreds of 
tons of cheap Dutch butter 
being smuggled into the coun- 
try during the past year. 

“The smugglers use private 
ears and lorries, but butter is 
also strapped on to bicycles 
and hidden in canal barges and 
trains,” one officer told ree 
porters.

Fundamental Differences Arise 


The Free Trade Area Talks 
Conference Near eis 


A Breakdown

The European free trade area talks came 
close to breakdown this week, and only 
a last-minute. proposal by Italy may yet 
salvage something from the wreck of 


the grand design. 
-Fundamental differences 


have arisen, which would

in universal exasperation were there not so 


much at stake. 


The two principal protagonists are Britain and 
France — and each has its own reason for not 
wishing to be the one to break off the talks. 


From Britain's polnt of view. 
‘the free trade areca is an_econo- 
mie necessity (or 60 the Govern- 
ment believes). It cannot joln 
the. common market form 
between alx of the most {m- 
portant . European — countries 
because of {ts obligations to the 
Commonwealth. Neither ean it 
afford to lose its position In -a 
market of 160 milllon people as 
would happen if the six common 
market countries abolished tariffs 
between themselves and ralsed a 
tariff wall against importa from 
all other countries, 


The free trade aren In manu~ 
factured goods fe the way around 
this problem for Britain and ten 
ether West European, countrics 
who for one reason .or another 
cannot go the whole way and 
join the common market. | The 
iden js that there should be 4 
common tariff for ol! manufac- 
tured goods traded within the 
area, but not (except in the case 
of the eix) against imports from 
outside. 


France feels that it cannot 
afford to trade with Britain on 
these terms. It believes that 
the additional exports would all 
flow in one direction — from 
Brilnain to France. In any case 
it bees free trade not as an 
economic concept (there appears 
to be little support for it In 
France on the grounds of econo- 
mic advantage) but as a politl+ 
col stepping-stone to European 
Integration on a much wider 
scale, 


SUSPICION 


France would like to sce Brl- 
4tnin join ‘he common market, 
but It realises that thls cannot 
be. So, as some observers are 
beginning to suspect, it {s 
deliberately obstructing the jolnt 
efforts to form a free trade area. 


The intest French proposals 
bear out this susplefon. Only 
the first Js Ukely to be oc~- 
ceptable to Britain as it stands, 
This fy that the name of the 
proposed organisation chould be 
changed to put more emphasis 
on the political nature of the 
plan.

Britain's objection to these 
demands fs that they !mply that 
nothing will happen in the free 
trade area by the end of this 
year.

Mr D. Benson, Chairman of 
the Bonrd of Directors, sald he 
regretted the Board could only 
recommend a dividend of $3 per 
share Instead of $4 as in pre« 
vious year, and a reduced bonus 
to. staff. 

Yn his report to sharcholders, 
Mr Benson sald: 


Short-Lived 


“In my last Statement I sald 
that at ‘that tlme, after a year 
of considerablo pressure, both 
the cement market_and profit 
marging scemed to be reasonably 
stable. I am-sorry to say that 
state of affairs proved to be only 
too short-lived. About the be- 
ginning of June, a, price war 
began to develop between 
Chinese and Japanese suppliers, 
and grew in intensity through> 
out the) summer an autumn, 
until by’ November thelr prices 
were approximately $20 per ton 
below what-they had been in 
May. Although we had no part 
in this affair, our own domestic 
selling price had naturally to 
be reductcd in stages by 
approximately the same amount, 
Fortunately by the end of 
November both our: com~ 

otitors had renoliecd that this 
nternecine competition was not 
to the advantage, of elther of 
them, and at the close of the 
year thelr prices had risen from 
their low points by some $10 
per ton, which enabled us to 
readjust our own prices to main- 


tain the price differential which. 


usually obtains between our 
own find other brands, At tho 
same time there was an over- 
due reduction !n the volume of 
imported cement, which ig Just

“Profits for the year In the 
Hongkong market were there-

‘Yn the export market, the
